Consolidated approaches to solving regional problems will be one of 
the keynotes of 1972, Among the challenges facing the citizens of Up- 
land and surrounding areas which offer solution through regional ap- 
yroaches are sewage disposal, assurance of continuing adequate do- 
mestic water supplies, economical fire protection service, major re- 
creation facilities and the Foothill Freeway, City representative are 
continuing to work diligently with representatives of other local po- 
litical entities to bring about the best solution to each of these chal- 


lenges facing our community. 


It is estimated that there will be a definite plan adopted during 1972 
for handling of sewage in the west end of San Bernardino County with 
equitable provisions for costs of the service andfor availability of the 


treated effluent for productive use, 
water in the underground basin and 


The question of replenishment of 


methods of financing that pro- 


cedure may not be concluded this calendar year, The increased co- 
operation between municipal and district fire departments appears 
quite likely, with realization of one central dispatch center estimated 
for accomplishment this year so that where ever a fire may occur in 
the west end just one phone number will be needed to start the equip- 


ment on its way, 


Within the city of Upland there will be notable physical accomplish- 
ments, Magnolia Park on LS5th Street near San Antonio Avenue will be 
expanded by acquisition of an additional two acres which will give en- 
tryway to the park from San Antonio Avenue, Within the park a recre- 
ation building will be constructed for use of the public which will per- 
mit more city recreation programs to serve the citizens, Many street 
and traffic improvements are planned during the year, including traf- 
fic signals at Mountain Avenue and lith Street and at Campus Avenue 
and Arrow Highway, Plans for 1972 include undergrounding of utility 
wires on the north side of Foothill from Grove Avenue to the west

Additional park facilities will be completed this year, Sierra Vista 
Park at the southeast corner of l5th and Second Avenue will have sig- 
nificant development partially as a result of a project of the Upland 
Rotary Club honoring the 100th anniversary of Arbor Day as trees 
are planted in the park, Indication has been received from the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development that federal funds will be 
made available for other planned development in that park, 

The reservoir expansion project at 13th Street and Campus will, 
upon completion, provide additional park space on top of the reser- 
voir for the use of citizens in that vicinity, 

The unremitting efforts of the Foothill Freeway Association should 
bring that necessary facility closer to reality for Upland with the many 
benefits it will impart, The San Bernardino County Flood Control bis- 
trict will provide about $85,000 to Upland in 1972 for certain improve- 
ments in the West Cucamonga Flood Control Channel, 

The city recreation program will expand even more in 1972, The 
Director position has been changed from ahalf-timeto a full-time po- 
sition; the facilities available will expand and more programs will be 
offered to citizens, It is forecast that participation in the program 
will probably double during the coming year, 

Implemenation of the state law imposing sales tax on gasoline in 
July, 1972 will provide funds for mass transit, It is anticipated that 
it will be possible to set up an inter-city bus line in the West End

after Christmas. In France, New 
Year’s Day is so singular that 
adults let Christmas pass by and 
exchange presents on January 1, 


The ancient Egyptians, Phoe- 
nicians and Persians began their 
year at the autumnal equinox 
(Sept. 21) and the Greeks until 
the fifth century B.C. at the win- 
ter solstice (Dec. 21), The anci- 
ent Romans once celebrated the 
beginning of the year on Dec, 21 
but Caesar by the adoption of the 
Julian calendar postponed it to 
Jan, 1. 


Though wining, dining and mer- 
ry-making have been traditional 
ways to celebrate New Year's, 
each country has its own tech- 
nique. In Switzerland, not only 
people get all fired up, but also 
cannon; the peaceful Swiss shoot 
off all theix cannon at midnight, 


Shaking and breaking is a popu- 
lar technique in Italy, where New 
Year’s is welcomed not only with 
dancing, but also by throwing old 
china into the fireplace! Ameri- 
ca’s colorful technique of paint- 
ing the town red is matched 
ahead of time by women who 
shampoo color into their hair with 
a product called, appropriately 
enough, Tecnique. 


But coloring hair for New 
Year’s isn’t new, In the 1800s, 
while Napoleon was polishing his 
waltzing technique with Jose- 
phine, Frenchwomen sometimes 
spent an entire day dyeing their 
tresses for elegant parties. 


On the other side of the ocean, 
however, rites marking the be- 
ginning of the new year were al- 
80 practiced by many North Am- 
erican Indian groups, but the 
time for such ceremonies varied, 
For the Seneca, an Iroquois group 


of the Eastern Woodland, the New 
Year begins in February; for the 
Eskimo, in the fall; for the North- 
west California tribes, late in 
July; for the Hopi, in November; 
and for other Pueblo Indians, at 
the winter solstice, 

New Year’s observances 
among the Indians varied from 
area to area, The Seneca rites, 
for inatance, last a total of seven 
to eight days, On the first day ail 
fires are put Out and the ashee 
scattered, New fire is made and 
a white dog is strangled and hung 
up. During the next days people 
in masquerade rush from house 
to house, boys steal food, people 
rush from house to house, boys 
steal food, people ask for inter- 
pretations of their dreams, and 
women sprinkle water on pas- 
sersby. 

On other days sins are pub- 
licly confessed, and the white
